JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 19,—- 
The Missouri Supreme Court today over- 
ruled a motion for a rehearing of the 
case of Mrs. Aggie Myers, condemned 
to be executed on June 29 for the mur- 
der of her husband in Kansas City. 

Gov. Folk today stated that next F'¥i- 
day he would respite the woman for 
thirty to sixty days in order to have 
time to investigate into the facts of the 
éase and to determine whether or not 
to commute her sentence to life impris- 
onment. : 

The Supreme Court's decision also af- 
fects the case of Frank Hottman, the 
condemned woman’s accomplice, and he 
will be granted a respite by Gov. Folk 
when the woman is respited. 


LIBERTY, Mo., June 19.—Mrs. Aggie 
Myers, who is in the County Jail here, 
received today with evident satisfaction 
the news that Gov, Folk had promised 
to grant her a respite in order to in-

WOMAN AND MAN 
KILLED HER HUSBAND. 


The murder of Clarence Meyer by his 
wife, Mrs. Aggie Meyers, and Frank 
Hottman, her paramour, as told in the 
confession of the latter and as corrob- 
orated entirely by all the circumstances 
attending the tragedy, was as atrocious 
as any in the world’s history. 

Frank Hottman wanted the woman to 
elope with him. The woman refused and 
insisted that her husband be murdered. 
The murder was arranged betwen them. 

On the fatal night, Hottmann was ad- 
mitted to the Meyer home, through the 
kitchen door, by Mrs. Meyers. He had 
provided himself with a sawed-off bil- 
Hiard cue. With it he struck Meyers, 
who was in bed. He had been drinking 
to screw up his nerve, and the blow was 
futile. Meyers sprang from bed and 
grappled with his assailant, forcing him 
into the dining room, and shouting 
‘“‘murder” at the top of his voice. 

‘Hush, honey,’’ said Mrs. Meyers, ‘“‘it's 
only Charlie.” 

Charlie was Meyers’ brother. ' Mey 
ers asked, “Charlie, what have 
done?” 

Meanwhile Mrs. Meyers got from the 
bedroom a slat from the bed, and re- 
turning struck Meyers with it. 

“You are hitting the wrong person, 
honey. Help me,” said the doomed 
husband. 

Then Mrs. Meyers ran back into the 
bedroom, got her husband’s razor, and 
pulling back her husband's head while 
he was clinched with Hottman. drew 
the razor across his throat. Meyers 
collapsed, and as he lay on the floor 
Mrs. Meyers drew the razor across 
his throat several times more. 

The blood that spurted from Meyers’ 
arteries had drenched completely the 
man he was struggling with. Mrs. 
Meyers ee Hottman to ,wash, sup- 

lied him with fresh linen from her 

usband’s stock and gave him her hus- 
band's hat. The woman promised Hott- 
man she would’ not give an alarm until 
he had time to gét out of town. 

From 1 o'clock until 6 Mrs. Meyers re- 
mained alone with the corpse of the 
man she had killed. She spent the time 
inn 4 ee her tee reniebe aoe 
was r hands an y tae 
blood of her husband, _— 

In the early dawn she appeared at the 
house of her nearest nels hbor with a 
story that their home had been entered 
by two negroes, who had killed her hub- 
band and beaten her into insensibility. 
Not a mark of the alleged beating was 
on her. She was arrested at once. 

The authorities. found Hottman 
through letters exchanged between him 
and the woman. They led Hottman to 
believe the woman had betrayed him. 
Then Hottman told the whole story and 
has not varied from it one iota sihce the 
first telling.

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 19.—The_ in- 
structions to the jury in the trial of 
former Secretary of State Sam B. Cook's 
Suit against the Post-Dispatch for $100, - 
000 damages were read to the jury by 
Attorney Silver for the plaintiff and F 
N. Judson in behalf of the 


defendant. | 





Che instructions were prepared by both 
sides and approved by the Court. 

Briefly, the instructions for the plain- | 
tiff directs the jury to return a verdict | 
for him if the. publié¢ation complained of | 
if false and malicious. Further, a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff Should be returned 
if the editorial complained of is defama- 
tory in the sense that it carries with it 
a criminal charge. 

For the defendant the Court approved 
instructions calling attention to the 
laws of Missouri requiring ‘bank exam- 
inations to. be made at least once a 
year. If it is shown that the’ diaintif£ 
neglected to examine this bank with in- 
formation as to its alleged ieveieinaicie 
before him, then he was Suilty of 
neglect of duty. 

Purther, the jury js charged that if it 
believes the Salmion Bank was insolvent 
and & competent. bank examiner with 
reasonable-¢are.kad-—not discovered the 
fact then Bank Mxaminer Bunce was 
guilty of gross negligence and the plain- 
aff should be held responsible for his 
delinquencies. It was the duty of the 
plaintiff to take up defects in the man- 
agement of the bank when they were 
directed to his examination. 

The burden of proof is upon the plain- 
tiff, according to the instructions of the 
Court,-and unless it is proved that the 
plaintiff acted through malice for the 
purpose of slandering Mr. Cook with- 
out regard to the condition existeing in 
the Salmon Bank then a verdict for thé 
defendant should be found. 

Plaintiff takes the ground, as disclosed 
by the testimony of his witnesses, that 
the Post-Dispatch had no right to com- 
ment upon his alleged failure to dis- 
cover the insolvent condition of the Sal- 
mon Bank, but should have confided its 
criticism to his office and the actions 
of his subordinates. 

In holding him to strict accountability 
as State Supervisor of Banks for the 
alleged neglect of his bank examiners, 
Cook contends that his personal] integ- 
rity was assailed. 

The defense maintains that as a pub- 
lic official Mr. Cook is subject to pub'ic 
criticism by a public journal. and that 
if his subordinates are Nable for neg- 
lect of official duty, he is equally liable 
with them. 

Cc. T. Bunce, who was a State bank 
examiner under the Cook administra- 
tion, spent considerable time -on the 
witness stand and was Subjected to a 
rigid cross examination by the defend- 
ant’s counsel. 

Capt. R. B. Price, president 
Boone County National 
McBlaine, president 
National Bank, and other well-known 
Columbia financiers, were present 
throughout Bunce’s testimony. Bunce’s 
candid admissions of negligence in ex- 
amining the Salmon bank in November, 
1902, and again two years later in Jan- 
uary, 1905, or a few days prior to the 
plaintiff's retirement from office, pro- 
duced a perpetual smile on the faces of 
Capt. Price and his. associates. 

Taking the stand as a witness for the 
plaintiff, Bunce proceeded to apologize 
for the criticisms in his report in the 
Salmon bank management. He had no 
idea, he a&serted, that the Salmon bank 
was embarrassed at any time previous 
to June, 199, when it was closed by 
Cook's successor. He tossed several 
bouquets at the plaintiff and declared 
that neither he nor Cook, had the 
slightest intimation that the Salmon 
bank had suffered by reason of the fail- 
ure in 193 of.

Mrs. Christina Kraus, child bride, torn’ 
from her husband in a restaurant as 
they enjoyed their wedding feast, im- 
prisoned and accused of perjury by her 
mother, Mrs. Terese Coester, was freed 
of the charge Tuesday by Justice Sto- 
bie of Wellston. 

The three weeks’ honeymoon of this 
girl of 15 years has been a season of 


combined happiness and misery. On 
the morning of her wedding she was 
arrested at the instance of her mother, 
after an altercation in her home at 6059 
Arthur avenue, with her stepfather. She 
spent a night and a day behind the 
bars of a cell, her mother declaring 
that she would have the marriage nul- 
lified at any cost. 

She was released when no charge re- 
mained sufficient to detain her, but Mrs. 
Coester went to Clayton and told her 
story to the Prosecuting Attorney. She 
aid the girl, who swore she was 19 
vears old to get a marriage license, was 
only 15. An information aHeging per- 
jury was issued. 

The child bride’s defense was that the 
Recorder of Deeds had no authority 
under the statutes to administer an 
oath in the matter of a. marriage li- 
cense, and after due consideratfon Jus- 
tice Stobie sustained this contention, 
dismissing the accusation against Mrs. 
Kraus.

Amount in Bank to Aid

Money Will Remain for Several 
Years or Such a Period 
us It Is Needed. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—A tacit 
agreement was reached today by the 
President, Secretary Shaw and the dele- 
gation of representative citizens of San 


Francisco, by which substantial aid will 
be given San Francisco by the Govern- 
ment. It is proposed that the United 
States Treasury deposit with the San 
Francisco banks $12,000,000 of Govern- 
ment money, with bonds of the city-as 
security for the deposit, the money to 
remain with the banks until such time 
as the Government shall call for it. 
This may not be for a number of years, 
so that the banks have practical .dssur- 
ance that they may retain the deposit 
for such a period as will be of value in 
the reconstruction of the city. 

Under the law the Secretary -of the 
Treasury has authority to deposit Goy- 
ernment funds in this way. He can- 
not, of course, bind his successer to 
leave the money on deposit, but he. him- 
self may leave it there until it is need- 
ed by the Government. It is proposed 
in California to organize a corporation 
with a capital of several millions. of 
dollars composed of prominent and in- 
fluential men throughout the State of 
California and others to issue bonds to 
guarantee the Government against loss 
through the banks. 

Other plans have been suggested for 
the raising of money to enable the 
people of San Francisco to rebuild their 
homes and business houses, but thus 
far, nothing has been proposed that 
will meet the ideas of Congress.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 19.—By dis- 
missing the suit of the St. Louis & 
Northeastern Interurban Co., commonly 
the Illinois Central Railroad Co., the 
decision of the Appellate Court which 
will enable the steam railroads to keep 
the McKinley line from entering East 
St. Louis. 

The Supreme Court upholds the Ap- 
pellate Court decision that the State 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
has jurisdiction over streets in a city as 
well as over country roads, and holds 
that a City Council cannot grant a rail- 
way franchise on its own streets with- 
oytithe permission of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission. The McKinley 
system, to cross any railroad, must have 
the permission not only of that railroad, 
but of the State Commission. 

Under this decision it is probable that 
the railroads wil] tear up the McKinley 
line’s crossings at Litchfield, Gillespie, 
Worden, Granite City, Venice and else- 
where. 

Specifically, the Supreme Court's ac- 
tion gives the Illinois Central, the Wa- 
bash and the Burlington railroads the 
right to tear up the McKinley's crogs- 
ings in Sargent street, Litchfield, and

Audit of the Books.

“The general instructions to bank 
examiners were to make an imme- 
Giate report when a bank was  be- 
lieved to be in an insolvent condition, 
te¥tified Carstarphen. 

Mr, Bunce had an unusually large

What Carstaphen Told Cook. 


Witness called Secretary Cook's at- 
tention to Bunce’s report, showing 
that the cashier of the bank and cler- 
ical help were not under bond, and 
that the bank had made excessive 
loans. 

These features, Carstarphen says, 
were indicated by red Ink notations 
which he made on the bank examin- 
er’s report. The letter written to the 
Salmon & Salmon Bank was dictated 
personally by Sam B. Cook.

Witness’ attention was called to sev- 
eral entries in the ledgers of the Secre- 
tary of State's office, which contained 
references to the Salmon Bank. 

“I don’t remember whether I put those 
down or not,’’ said Carstarphen. ‘The 
penmanship resembles mine, but I am 
not certain that it is mine.”’ 

Several other reports, containing spee- 
imens of his handwriting, were present- 
ed to the witness, but he reftised to 
identify them as his productions. 

He also declared that he had not writ- 
ten the letters “‘Dic. by 8. B. C.,”’ in the 
letter of Dec. 15; 1902, in which Cook 
gave the Salmon Bank a clear bill in 
the face of the adverse report of his ex- 
aminer. 

His attention was then directed to a 
deposition in which he admitted having 
made this notation in red ink at the 
bottom of the letters. 

‘The matter escaped my memory,”’ ex- 
plained the witness. ‘I presume I did 
put that notation there.”’ 


Carstarphen’s Handwriting Identified 


State Bank Examiner R. M. Cook 
flatly contradicted Carstarphen when 
recalled to the witness stand in behalf 
of the defense today. He asserted 
most postively that all of the indorse. 
ments on the reports relative to the 
Salmon Bank prior to June, 1905, were 
in Carstarphen’s handwriting. 

The reports were turne@ over to him 


by Carstarphen, who had previously ex- 
amined them, so witness declared. 

W. C. Irwin, chief clerk under Secre- 
tary Swanger, corroborated Bank Exam- 
iner R. M. Cook's testimony. 

Frank R. O'Neil, vice-president of the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co., “The Post-Dis- 
patch,” testified in reference to the edi- 
torial comment upon which the plain- 
tiff bases his suit. The editorial in ques- 
tion Mr. O'Neil said, was prompted by 
the information that the Salmon Bank 
had been insolvent since 1903, and be- 
tween the latter year and 1905 had not 
been inspected by the State banking de- 
partment. 

The Post-Dispatch was not prejudiced 
against Mr. Cook, but its attitude to- 
wards all public officials was one of ab- 
solute impartiality and independence, 
so Mr. O'Neil testified. 

“No one in the employ of the Post- 
Dispatch, so far as I have been able to 
learn, entertains the slightest ill feel- 
ing ewnrse the plaintiff,” said Mr.

ALBRIGHT CAS 


Defense Hold Former Delegate 
Has Already Been Tried 
for Offense.

MACON, Mo., June 19.—The trial of T. 
Edward Albright, former member of the

Technical witnesses to prove rec- 
ords were the first to testify today. They 
included George F. Mockler, secretary of

gates. 

At 10:15 a. m. Judge Shelton ordered 
an adjournment for 30 minutes to decide 
the plea in bar raised by the defense, 
which held that the defendant had al- 
ready been tried for the offense alleged 
in the present case. The court met 
again at 11 o'clock and adjourned until 
1 p, m. without deciding the question. 

Ir: the plea is sustained in full, the 
case will be dropped and, if it is sus- 
tained in part, all reference to the evi- 
dence on which Albright was acquitted 
fn Troy may be excluded. :

A smothered cry coming from an ad- 
joining room aroused Anton Emmons, 
and, seeking its source and cause, he 
discevered his two young daughters 
nearly asphyxtated in their beds at 141 
St. George street about 4:30 a. m. Tues- 
day. 

The father carried the sufferers to an 
open window, called his bartender and 
later a policeman, and the three revived 
one of the victims, the other being sent 
to the City Hospital unconscious. She 
later regained her senses, but is said to 
be in a serious condition. 

Emmons went to a party at a neigh- 
bor’s house, leaving his daughters, Mar- 
guerite, 16 years old, and Rose, 12, at 
home. He returned to his saloon occa- 
sionally, but did not go upstairs, where 
his children had retired about 9 o'clock. 


Shortly after midnight he went to 
ped, noticing nothing out of the ordi- 
nary, and fell asleep. His bartender, a 
new man, opened’ the saloon at 4:15 
a. m., then mounted the stairs to call 
his employer. The man smelled gas, 
but being unfamiliar with the place, 
feared he would embarrass himself by 
entering the wrong room, so he went 
downstairs again. 


Detected Odor of Gas. 


A few minutes later Emmons was 
awakened by a cry. It seemed ‘to come 
from his daughters’ apartment and re- 
sembled a gasp. He arose from his bed 
and instantly detected the odor of gas. 
He rushed to the adjoining room and 

as almost overpowered by the pungent 

or. His children lay on their bed, 
Marguerite unconscious and Rosa bare- 
ly awake, gasping for breath. 

He-bore them to a window and sum- 
moned his bartender. A policeman came 
along and the trio worked desperately 
to restore the girls, but Marguerite re- 
mained apparently lifeless and was sent 
to the hospital. Rosa was soon revived 
sufficiently to talk. 
~ She said she and her sister had gone 
to bed about 9 o’clock after turning 
off the gas. She supposed after Mar- 
guerite had turned the jet, shutting 
off the § flow, she had acidentally 
turned it on again. They did not 
smell it, however, and went to sleep 
almost instantly. 


Voice Seemed to Stick. 


She was awakened early by a feel- 
ing of intense oppression. She was 
almost overpowered and tried to cry 
out. Her voice seemed to stick in 
her throat, but she made the sound 


which aroused her father. She was 
lapsing into insensibility when her 
parent rescued them. 

The girls are permitted to sleep un- 
til about 7 a. m.

LUMBIA, Mo., June 19.—Follow- 
ing is the weather report for the 
State, issued this morning by the 


Missouri station: 

The week was generally clear, dry 
and cool. The first half of the week 
was abnormally cool, when the mean 
temperature averaged about 10 de- 
grees per day below the normal. The 
latter part of the week was warmer, 
although the mean temperature re- 
mained below the normal, except Sun- 
day, which was the warmest day of 
the week. The percentage of sun- 
shine was about the average in south- 
ern counties and above the average in 
most of the northern counties. 

The precipitation was. deficient in 
@ll sections except the southwest. 
Showers occurred on the 18th, 14th 
and 1ith, but were generally too light 
to be of material benefit except in 
southern sections, where the soil was 
well wettéd by heavy fainse of the 
preceding week. 

Favorable conditions prevail over a 
large part of the southern half of the 
State, generally south of a line run- 
ning from east to west through the 
counties of Ste. Genevieve, Washing- 
ton, Crawford, Phelps, Camden, Ben- 
ton and Bates. 

While the conditions are not serious, 
the need of rain is again beginning 
to be felt in all the central and north- 
eastern counties. Severe drouth pre- 
vails in the northwestern section of 
the State, where, except over very 
limited areas, no appreciable amount 
of rain has fallen for six weeks.

TO PLEAD GUILTY 


Will Pay Two Fines of $10,- 
000 Each for Violations 
of Anti-Trust Laws. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 19.—The Harvester 
Trust, otherwise the International Har- 
vester Co., has agreed to plead guilty 
to a violation of the anti-trust law of 
Arkansas and ‘will pay two fines of 
$10,000 each, as well as all costs of the 
action. 

The company inserted in its contracts 
with agents and dealers a clause pro- 
hibiting the sale of any goods made by 
competitors. This clause was a direct 
violation of the law of Arkansas. The 
fine imposed igs at the rate of $200 a day 
sinco Jan. 23, 1906, which amounts to a 
total of $10,000 in two cases.

“This victory ig an important thing 
for our people,” said Attorney-General 
Rogers, ‘“‘and will have an influential 
bearing on cases against some of the 
other trusts.’’

The Juvenile Court will be asked to 
assign the boy to a home where he may 
associate with members of his own race. 

Until Monday afternoon the boy 
thought he was a negro. When he was 
told the truth he clung to his foster- 
parents, clasping their necks, kissing 
them and pleading tearfully that he 
might stay with them. 

The couple caressed and fondled him, 
while tears moistened their cheeks. 
When the officers took him away the 
two who had nurtured him, clothed him 
and sent him to school for years sobbed 


aloud at the parting. 


‘TI knew it must come some time,” 
wailed the old man, “and I’ve been ex- 
pecting it every day.”’ 


Ridiculed by Playmates. 
Fernéll was a pupil of the. Dumas 


(negro) school and was oftén ridiculed 
by his playmates because of¢ his fair 
complexion. 


More than once he went nome after 
school hours, in tears, to pour out his 
troubles to his supposed mother. 

This is the story of the boy's life, as 
told by Green: 

New Year's Day, 1895, a young woman 
of apparent refinement and considerable 
beauty appeared at the home of a 
woman doctor at 29 South Fourteenth 
street. She was in great distress. She 
remained there until Jan. 5, when a boy 
was born to her. A day later the in- 
fant. was placed in the care of Mrs. 
Green. 

Ten days after the young mother 
called to see the little one, and implored 
the negress to care for it until she re- 
turned. Soon after the mother died. 

Mrs. Green was faithful to hér trust,

her own. An aunt of the mother visit- 


ed the negro couple, and made arrange- 


ments to pay $20 a month for the child’s 
keep.

“We knew it was not right to keep 
him aa our own child,"’ said Green, “but 
we had learned to love him and he loves 
us.

We did not know 
whether he would fall into proper hands, 
and we could not turn him out on the 
street. 

“We kept putting off the day and 
finally we decided to keep him and care 
for him until he was able to tare for 
himself. We love him, but we’fe will- 
ing to give him up if he can be put in 
as home.*’ 

At the time of Fernell’s birth the 
Greens lived at 27 South Fourteenth 
street. 

Fernell is a brilght, good-looking boy. 
His eyes afe large and dark brown; his 
hair is dark and his complexion has the 
ruddiness of perfcct health. He was 
dressed neatly in a dark suit and small 
cap. He had reached the fourth grade 
in school.

LANCASTER, Pa., June 13.—Great 
crowds gather daily at the scene of 
the dynamite factory explosion, near 
Pequea, ‘fh which 11 persons were 
killed and a number injures® ; 

It has been learned that there were 
two explosions. the first, of 2500 
pounds of dynamite, blowing up the 
filling house. The origin of this ex- 
plosion is unknown. The detonation 
set off two tons of nitroglycerin in 


another building. 

After the first explosion, Abram 
Schwartz, tn another building, opened 
a tank of nitroglyeerin and one of 
water, and then escaped. His action 
prevented an explosion in .that build- 
ing. Near these buildings the engine 
and storage house were burned.

NEW YORK, June 19.—Dr. A. H. 

Doty, health officer of the port of 
New. York, said yesterday that the 
new quarantine regulations affecting 
Cuban ports, going into effect Satur- 
day next, would be enforced to the 
letter. Under these regulations all 
passengers from Havana and other 
Cuban ports must produce certificates 
showing that they are immune from 
yellow fever. Failing to do so, they 
will be held for observation until five 
days have elapsed since their depart- 
ure from Cuba. 

“The new regulation is intended to 
keep yellow fever out of our Southern 
States,” said Dr. Doty. ‘‘For instance, 
a person with the fever in his system 
may come from Havana in three days, 
and if allowed to land can, by taking 
a fast train, be in New Orleans before 
the expiration of the five-day iimit. 
Hence the necessity for keeping all 
but immunes under observation for 
that period. New York is, of course, 
in no danger, for-there are no yellow 
fever mosquitoes here.” ‘

Charge Made by Minority Stock- 
holder Opposing Mutual- 
ization Plan.

NEW YORK, June 19.—The evil which 
brought James H. Hyde's ownership of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
into disrepute—that of loading up’ the 
company with dummy directors—was 
charged against Thomas F. Ryan's own- 
ership of the Equitable at a meeting of 
stockholders heid yesterday afternoon, 
Franklin B. Lefd, one of the minority 
stockholders and a lawyer of high stand- 
ing, made the charge in a formal pro- 
test against the mutualization plan de- 
vised by Grover Cleveland and Paul 
Morton and sanctioned by Mr. Ryan. 

The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of giving the stockholders an op- 
portunity to vote on the mutualization 
plan. “A two-thirds majority of the total 
capital stock of 1000 shares was voted in 
favor of the plan. Grover Cleveland, 
as trustee of the Ryan stock, voted 502 
shares, and Payl Morton, George E. 
Tarbell and other officers and trustees 
voted their holdings, bringing the total 
in favor of the proposition up to 667 
shares. Eighty shares were voted in op- 
position. Owners of 24 shares did not 
vote at all. 

Under the new law directors, as well 
as stockholders of the Equitable, must 
vote in favor of mutualization to make 
it effective. The directors have inform- 
ally authorized the change and today 
will meet to give their formal approval,

Representa- 
tive Garner of Texas represents the 
greatest goat-raising district in the 
world. There are more than three hun- 
dred thousand goats in the 22 counties 
in his district and more than eighty 
thousand in Uvalde County alone. 

In the meat inspection bill the goat is 
mentioned with beef, cattle, hogs and 
sheep. Today Garner telegraphed to his 
constituents: 

“Through my incessant labors’ the 
Texas goat has at last been put ona 
legislative plane with cattle, sheep and 
hogs. The goat is specifically mentioned 
in the meat inspection bill, and this is 
the first time the goat has ever beei? 
mentioned in any legislation enacted by 
Congress.”’ 

Garner was telling about the Texas 
goats. ‘“‘There is no danger,” he said, 
‘that a Texas goat will ever be taken 
into a slaughter house while it is sick. 
A Texas goat is never sick. They eat 
anything, and one was never known to 
starve to death. When a goat gets 
ready\to die it just dies. That ifs all 
there is to it. It will be eating scrap 
iron or post-oak runners or sage brush 
or cactus contentedly. Suddenly its legs 
will begin to wobble and before you can 
get to it is dead. We call what it dies 
of ‘limber-leg.’ The goat sharps of the 
Department of Agriculture have not 
been able to find out what kills the 
goats. They have spent months investi- 
gating. They just die.”

ONE MAN TAKEN OUT DEAD 








Two Other Victims of Sewer 
Gas Recover After Hours 
in Hospital, 


Of five men who fought for their lives 

in a narrow pit nine feet deep in the 
rear of 3836 Wisconsin avenue, death 
claimed one and two of the others were 
so affected by sewer gas that physi- 
clans at the City Hospital worked over 
them for hours before they were out of 
danger. 
_ in the poison-filled hole deeds of hero- 
ism were performed against almost 
hopeless odds. Without hesitating or 
thinking of their own danger. humble 
workingmen went to the assistance of 
their companions and were themselves 
overcome. 

At _ tian of the 
space, little more than large enough for 
one man, Charles Vitue and Charles 
Gasloli, known to his employers as 
Charies Marlow, were at work. Occa- 
sionally as their shovels struck stones 
in the subsoil or clashed against each 
other a sound which told of their activ- 
ity would reach the surface. Suddenly 
all was still. S75 

Foreman William Carney, half sus- 
pecting the cause of the silence walked 
to the edge of the pit and peered in. 


Was Unable to Call. 


Marlow had sunk to the earthen floor 
of the pit. His Knees were doubled 
up and his chin was on his chest. Vitue, 


still conscious and trying to keep from 
falling on his comrade, was leaning 
against the side of the pit. His face 
was ghastly white and he was looking 
upward and trying’ to call for help, but 
his lips made no sound. 

Carney lost no time. With a warning 
ery to the men who were at work on 
the surface, he dropped into the pit, 
bracing his feet against the sidewalls 
so as to let himself down slowly and 
av vid landing on the men at the bottom. 

Just as he leaned over and tried to 
take Vitue’s hands in his he, too, was 
overcome and pitched headlong across 
the shoulders of the man he was trying 
to save, 

James Marlow, brother of Charles, was 
one of the workmen above ground. He 
knew that his brother was in the bot- 
tom of the pit. He quickly § followed 
Carney, and he, too, was overcome. 

Next to enter the deadly pit was Tony 
Climatz, «a laborer. The jammed bodies 
of the other four men prevented him 
from descending far, but the gas was so 
strong that, though his head was ahove 
the surface of the ground, he became 
deathly sick and was unable to do any- 
thing to aid his fellows. 


Pulled Out by Rope. 


He called to his companions and 
desperately clung to the edge of the 
pit until they hurried to him and 
pulled him to the surface. 

The other workmen got a rope. They 
made a loop and one of them quickly 


dropped into the hole and tieq the 
noose around James Marlow’s body 
under the arms. He then regained 
the surface and his companion pulled 
the man to the surface. 

This was done three times, a differ- 
ent volunteer going down with the 
rope each time. 

When at last Charles Marlow was 
brought to the surface he was geen to 
be hopelessly overcome. He dieq on 
the way to the South Side Dispensary. 

Carney and James Marlow § recov- 
ered sufficiently to go to their homes, 
but Vitue and Climatgzg are stil] at the 
City Hospital.

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Frank H. Gerhart Calls Attention to Various Aspects of the Manv- 
facturers’ Railway Bill—Care Should Be Used 


Concerning It and the Bridge Legislation. 


Tv the Eéiter of the Post-Dispatch. 

I read with great interest your article 
in ' Sunday’s Post-Dispatch on the 
“split” or contrariety of opinion exist- 
ing between the various Council] mem- 
bers, relative to the Manufacturers’ 
Railway bill (known as the Busch bill), 
now pending in the Council. At the 
last session of the Council. a 
bill was considered, and after — 
public hearings amendments were madé 
thereto by the Committee on Railroads, 
safeguarsing the interests of our city. 

The amendments suggested by several 
of our citizens, some of which were in- 
corporated in the bill at that time, were 
in substance: 

1. To limit the grant to 5 years 
(which is in accordance with precedent) 
instead of a perpetual franchise (which | 
is unreasonable and may operate 
against the rights of posterity). 

2. To provide for compensation to the 
city on a percentage basis of.its gross 
earnings. 

3. To compel said canpany to make 
application to the Municipal Assembly 
for future switching privileges, instead 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
as requested. 

4. To provide against consolidation, 
pooling or leasing any of the rights 
or privileges granted by the city with 
any other terminal company or public 
service corporation, on penalty of for- 
feiture of rights and claims con- 
ferred by t ordinance to said Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway Co., its successors 
or assigns. 


Books Should Be Open. 
5. To provide the right of the city 


of St. Louis to investigate and exam- 
ine the books, accounts and. business 
of said company at any and all times 
. the end of determining any question 
of interest or compensation to the city 
on penalty of forfeiture of the ordi- 
nance so conferred, to the city - (this 
is very essential as the city’s present 
Terminal Commission is now barred 
from investigating the annual revenue 
and other matters of the St. Louis Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, because of 
the omission of this feature in the ex- 
isting ordinances, in the interest of the 
present official inquisition). 

To eause the tracks of gaid _ com- 
pany to be lowered or raised under or 
over all street or alley intersections, 
thus avoiding grade crossings, together 
with other suggésted amendments, all 
of which are of vital importance to our 


people. 

The bill as amended was not accept- 
able to the promoters thereof, and in 
consequence it was filed at the last 
session. 

Without reflecting or questioning the 
motives of Mr. Busch, or any gentle- 
man interested in this measure, I de- 
sire to give my views on the question: 

The good citizens of St. Loul@ have 
been suffering from terminal abuses for 
more than a third of a century, to the 
extent of irreparable loss of commerce, 
population and general advantages, as 
compared to other cities where these 
interests have had an “o door,” and 
untrammeled or unhindered competition. 
It occurs to me that the cure for ter- 
minal abuses such as exist here will 
not be breught about by the creation 
of another private terminal company. 


Remedy Ins Offered. 
The remedy, to my way of thinking, 


is by dissolution (as per the federal pro- 
ceeding now awaiting tria) against the 
St. Louls Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion for violation of the federal law), 
or by effectually safeguarding the grant 
by a restricted ordinance on the lines 
indicated in the amendments enumer- 
ated above. 

I believe, and I think that our citi- 
zens share in that belief, that terminal 
ordinances to private terminal compa- 
nies should be very carefully congid- 
ered in the interest of the city alone. 
It is the rule in other cities that ter- 
minails;. stations, /freight houses, etc.. 
are establishe operated and main- 
tained by the ilroads doing business 
therewith—and not by local terminal 
companies .as here. 





' 





The reason of this is apparent as in 
the case of railroads, or trunk lines, at 
other points, the cost of railroad traf- 

c is less, because the shipper and 
railroad are brought into direct con- 
tact, at less cost to both. 

It is known that at least one of the 

entlemen interested in the pending 

anufacturers’ Railway ordinance was 
a director in the Merchants’ Bridge and 
Terminal Railway Co, at the time that 


said latter bridge and Merchants’ Ter-| 


minal Companies were gold, or practl- 
cally consolidated with the 8t. Louis 
Terminal Railway Association — the 
present monopoly. 

Interested in Combine. 
It is known that one of these in- 


terested gentlemen has caused to be 
published in an autobiography that 
he has large interests in the St. Louis 
Terminal Railway Aseociation. It is 
also known that one of these gentle- 
men, promoting the 
Railway ordinance, is, or was, a di- 
rector in the North American Co.-—a 
Wall street industry. 

It is also known that the active 
known promoters for the ordinance 
sought, do not own or operate a rail- 
road. to be used in connection with 
the said terminal privileges, contem- 
plated in said pending ordinance. It 
is, therefore, manifest, unless the 
construction of a railroad is under 
consideration by the associated gen- 
tlemen. that there is no occasion for 
our city’s anticipating the entrance 
of a to-be constructed road till such 
{ime as the promised railroad shall 
be in being and not on paper. 

Our city is, gridironed with 
terminal tracks of the St. Louls Ter- 
minal Railroad Association on the 
north. east and west, thereby leavihg 
only the southern portion of our city 
open and free for future trunk lines 
or railroad expansion and usage. This 
southern section of the city is the 
only open, available territory to be 
had at the least expense for yards, 
freight houses, manufactories, etc., 
and should on that account be zeal- 
ously guarded against monopolistic 
invasions. 

Terminal Room Needed. 
Our people by their recent, almost 


unanimous vote, declared for a mu- 
nicipal free railroad, wagon and pe- 
destrian bridge. In order to Induce 
railroads to extend to the west banks 
of the Mississippi River over said 
free bridge, it will be necessary to 
furnish the requisite properties at 
reasonable prices, free from camse- 
quent Hitigation of a monopolized 
territory (now sought) in the douth- 
ern part of the city. Railroads can- 
not operate advantageously, without 
adequate terminal yards, commensu- 
rate with the population of St. Louts 
and the future growth thereof. 

While on this subject, I think it well

Patented Kinds Were Adopted 
Because of Flimsy Styles 
First Used. 





By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June ‘**.—More than 
$5000 was received at the dead letter of- 
fice of the Postoffice Department in 
May. Only a small percentage of this 
amount can be returned to the senders 
for the reason that the writers give in- 
sufficient addresses. The majority of 
these letters are written by poor per- 
sons, including many foreigners, and 
are, for the most part, intended for 
mail-order houses, but on account of 
wrong addresses finally reach the dead 
letter office. 

The total number of pieces of 
claimed matter received during 
month was 806,668, against 667,100 


n- 
he 
in 


April, but notwithstanding the large in- 


crease in receipts, every piece of mail 
received was opened and treated, leav- 
ing no accumulation at the beginning of 
this month. A new record was made in 
the percentage of letters returned to 
senders, 30 per cent being the average 
for the month. It is estimated that not 
more than 35 per cent of the so-called 
letters can, in fact, be 
returned. The total number of letters 
so returned last month was 126,018, 
against 115,857 in April, 1906, and 199,232 
in May, 196. 

* Money was Hen in 7243 letters, to the 
amount of $6167.51. In May, 196, #,- 
568.08 was contained in 7259 letters show- 
ing a slight decrease for 1906 in the num- 
ber of letters received containing mon- 
ey, but quite a considerable increase in 
the amount inclosed. 

Rural Route Boxes, 


Patrons of the rural free delivery 


routes throughout. the country have 
been notified by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment that in the future they may pro- 
vide themselves with suitable boxes 
which are weatherproof and fit recep- 
tacles for mail. The patrons of the ru- 
al routes will be allowed the privilege 
of making their own boxes or buying 
ti@m from any manufacturer. 

There has recently been considerable 
discussion on the subject of the require- 
ments affecting rural retail boxes, and 
most of the arguments advanced against 
the existing practice of the department 
have been to the effect that as any kind 
of mail box may be used in the star- 
route mail service, patrons of rura] de- 
livery should be accorded the same 
orvvileail and that they should not be 
required ‘to buy ‘‘a patented box at an 
excessively exhorbitant price.”’ 

It is announeed at the Postoffice De- 
partment than in return for the vast 
sums of money expended in maintaining 

rural free delivery and the inestimable 
benefits derived through it, patrons of 
the service are asked to. do but two 
things, namely, to provide themselves 
with and properly erect suitable boxes, 
which are weatherproof and fit recep- 
tacles for- mail, not necessarily boxes 
which are patented, and to maintain the 
roads over which rural routes are laid 
out in condition to be traveled with fa- 
cility and safety at all seasons of the 
year. 

“When rural delivery was first mtyo- 
duced as an experiment, and up to Aug. 
1, 1901,"" said an official in the Postoffice 
Department, “there was no requirement 
as to the kind of boxes to be used for 
the reception of mail on rural route, but 
patrons could and did erect any sort of 
receptacle for the purpose that suited 
their fancies, and those included every 
conceivable sort—cigar and cracker 
boxes, ofl and-powder cans, old bootlegs, 
tiling, rabbit gums and shingles nailed 
together, affording no protection from 
the weather, and were as unsightly as 
they were inappropriate. 

“As a result of this condition the de- 
partment was constantly in receipt of 
complaints of losses of or damage to 
mail, wenger wmtgte | investigations involv- 
ing both time and expense, and also of 
complaints from the owners of property 
in front of whose premises such recep- 
tacles had been erected by others that 
they were a disgrace to the community 
and to the service, accompanied by de- 
mands for thelr removal. 

“These complaints became so numer- 
our that the Postmaster-General, with 

view to securing the adoption of a 
stahearé that would enable patrons to 
provide themselves with boxes that were 
weather-proof and fit receptacles for 
mail and at the game time would be in 
keeping with the ideals contemplated for 
the service, A inted a committee com- 
posed of postal officials to examine-and 
report upon boxes submitted to it. This 
committee selected 14 boxes from the 
number submitted and these were ap- 
proved ig the department, and it was 
required that in all rural delivery serv- 
ice established on and after Aug. 1, 1901.

Gen. Grant Reported to Have 
Permitted Indian Sol- 
dier’s Appeal.

WELEETKA, I. T., June *'.—Not far 
from Weleetka lives Tustenarka Emar- 
tha, the most noted medicine man 
among the Creeks and whose fame ex- 
tends throughout the Indian Territory. 

Tustenarka Emartha is nearly 100 
years old. Probably 70 years of his life 
has been spent in the Creek Nation, 
and most of them in the neighborhood 
where he now resides. He is a remark- 
able looking character. His hair, white 
as the driven snow, he allows to grow 
long. His form is bent, and he walks 
with difficulty, but his eye is as keen 
as an eagle's. 

The old Indians have great faith in 
his curing powers and many long pil- 
grimages have been made to his cabin 
in hopes of a cure from disease, and 
numberless are the remarkable recover- 
ies attributed to Emartha’s magic 


power. 
The old medicine man says it matters 


not if the sick one come in person. 
a plece of wearing apyere or some trin- 
ket be brought to him* by courier, that 


is sufficient. 

It is told of a Seminole Indian, who 
was a soldier in the Union Army dur- 
ing the Civil War and was wounded 


in the fighting around Gettysburg, 
that he refused_the ministrations of 
the hospital surgeons and in his wild 
delirium constantly muttered the 
name of “Emartha.” Finally a fellow 
Seminole was called in to interpret 
the Indian’s mutterings. He perceived 
at once that he was calling for the 
great medicine man of the Creeks and 
begged that he be allowed to carry 
the wounded man's army blouse to 
Emartha in hopes his powwow over 
the garment might restore the soldier 
to life. Strange to say, Gen. Grant, 
on learning .of the peculiar request, 
granted it. The faithful Seminole 
made the entire journey on foot and 
arrived in good time, well night ex- 
hausted, at Emartha’s cabin. 

The medicine man took the blouse, 
stepped behind his cabin, and for a 
few minutes went through some 
strange ministrations, then returned 
to the Seminole and laeonically said: 

‘“Solier live.” And he did live, and 
it is said he began to ménd the very 
day Tustenarko Emartha went 
through his powwow over the blouse.

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Arizona Delegate’s Artistic Verba] Scourge Worked a Miracle 
in Congress—It Sent the Speaker Out of the Chair 
in 4 Rage to’ Defend. Himself.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—When last 
Thursday Mark Smith stung Speaker 
Cannon into taking the floor in his own 
defense, he accomplished something 
that no Representative has ever been 
Able to do. 

Mark Smith is not a Representative; 
he is a voteless delegate,’ admitted to 
the floor in handcuffs. If Arizona ever 
becomes a State in his lifetime he will 
become a Senator. At present he oc- 
cupies the most insignificant place al- 
loted to anybody in the two branches of 
Co.ugress. For a delegate: to make him- 
self heard, to achieve a high and re- 
spected position among “his Shore fortu- 
nate colleagues, is wellnigh inrpossible. 

Mark Smith, however, has accom- 
plished it by sheer force of character 
and ability, and if his territory ever be- 
comes a State she will enter the na- 
tional councils with one Senator whose 
position in the Capitol is already made 
and her voice will outweigh that of 
some Eastern states—New York, for in- 
stance, 

When Cannon took the floor he was 
wild with rage, and his face was raised 
to the top of his bald head. He had 
intended to flay Smith, but as he began 
speaking he got cooler and realized the 
fatal mistake he would make in doing 
so, and his speech tapered off into a 
simple defense of himself. Smith had 
got “under his skin’ as no _ previous 
critic had ever done. The savage per- 
sonal attack of Shackleford had moved 
him not in the least. John Sharp Wil- 
liams’ criticisms had annoyed him, but 
had not provoked him into taking the 
floor. The reason for Smith’s success 
was the extraordinarily artistic nature 
of the trimming which the delegate 
gave him. It is in this line of attack 
that Smith excels and there is no one in 
Congress who can match him in it.

through his speech no one uninformed 
about the progress of the statehood bill 
would see anything in it more than a 
vague criticism of persons unknown.

This ability of Smith’s at artistic 
flaying has | Gree demonstrated often 
enough, and was demonstrated once 
before at this session, when the state- 
hood bill was jammed through the 
House.

PROBE UTAH 
LAND FRAUDS 


Prominent Western Politicians 
and One Senator Said to 
Be Involved. 


COAL LAND WAS CHEAP 


Brought $1.50 Per Acre— 
Government Price Is From 


$10 to $20, 
CHARGES AGAINST. BOOTH 


Nomination of Reed Smoot's 
Witness Brings Scandal 
Before Senate. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—The Utah 


coal land scandals are to become a sub- 
ject of consideration by the United 
States Senate. Many prominent West- 
ern politicians, at least one Senator and 
Several railroads are involved. It is be- 
lieved that enormous sums, aggregating 
miliions, have been diverted to corpora- 
tions. 

Agitation over the sale of coal lands, 
secured by Utah from the general Gov- 
ernment when admitted as a State, has 
been in progress for 15 years. The State 
Secured the lands, which were supposed 
to be valuable only for grazing and 


farming purposes. The aggregate allot-. 


ment was about 4,000,000 acres. These 
lands were found to contain rich coal 
‘Aeposits, but were nevertheless sold by 
the State for- $1:50-an-acre, while the 
price charged by the government ranges 
from $10 to $20 an acre. 

The nomination by President Roose- 
velt of Hiram E. Booth to be United 
States Attorney for the District of Utah 
has brought this scandal to the direct 
attention of the Senate. His nomination 
is now pending before the Judiciary 
Committee. Charges have been  pre- 
ferred against him, and many docu- 
ments sent from Salt Lake City. It is 
alleged that Mr. Booth was once re- 
moved from office because of conduct 
disapproved by the Government. It is 


declared that he is president of the Car- 


bon County Land Co., a concern that 
the Government seeks to prosecute in 
connection with the coal land ’frauds. 
Carbon County is the center of the best 
coal fields in Utah. It is also charged 
that he appeared as counsel for Stanley 
B. Milner, who organized the Carbon 
County Land Co. The Chief Justice of 
the Utah Supreme .Court is among thoge 
protesting against the confirmation of 


Mr. Booth. 

The Senate Juliciary Committee has 
not yet taken up the charges against 
Mr. Booth, and a full inquiry may not 
be completed at this session. It is ex- 
pected that a resolution will be intro- 
duced this week calling upon the Inte- 
rior Department and the Department of 
Justice for all the reports submitted 
by special agents who have investigated 
the coal land scandals. It is said these 
reports will show that conclusive evi- 
dence has been. secured by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and preparations are 
being made to prosecyte all those con- 
nected with alleged frauds perpetrated 
upon the Government, 

Testified for 

Mr. Booth came here and testified ‘be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections in favor of Senator Reed 
Smooét. His testimony was not only fa- 
vorable to Mr. Smoot, but to the Mor- 
mon Church, although he is not an ac- 
tive member of that organization. Sen- 
ators Smoot and Sutherland: both strong- 
ly indorsed Mr. Booth for the attorney- 
ship, and urged the President to make 
the appointment. It is not believed 
knew of the charges 
against Mr. Booth when he sent his 
nomination to the Senate, about ten 
days ago, although it is asserted he was 
warned by an official of the Depart- 
ment of Justice who knew the prosecu- 
tions were about to be instituted. 

Some four years ago’ sensational re- 
ports were sent out from Salt Lake 
City that various corporations and rail- 
roads were seeking to perpetrate great 
frauds by securing control of valuable 
coal lands through improper methods, 
This was being done, it was alleged, in 
the interest of the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railroad Co., a Gould line, or the Rio 
Grande & Western, which is a part of 
the Gould system operating in portions 
of Utah. 

One individual, under the law, may 
secure but 160 acres of coal lands. 
Agents of the railroads are accused of 
misrepresentation in obtaining large 
tracts. 

This is but a drop in the bucket as 
compared with the greater fraud, dating 
back to the admission of Utah as a 
State. Coal lands were then sold by the 
State in unlimited quantities at $1.50 
an acre, although the Government be- 
lieved the lands were fit only for graz- 
ing and agricultural purposes. 

Special Agent Sowers of the General 
Land Office made the first investiga- 
tion. He submitted a report condemn- 
ing the sale of the lands, but no atten- 
tion was given to it. The Department

Over a Hundred Bodies of Mas-

BIALYSTOK, Russia, June 19.—The 
bodies of more than a hundred Jews 
were buried yesterday. The imposing 
array of military forces prevented a re- 
sumption of the disorders.
